make rules and regulations fpr'-'its gov- 
ernment,

THE HIGHJ1 TO TRIAL. 


The regulation prescribed-that-no man 


could be summarily "discharged .without 
n right to be tried and 'thc'articlea ol 
wnr, 
'he argued, 'prescribing 
minutely 


how thwte trials are-.to be conducted; 
that all punishments-.-should be in ac- 
cordance with 'the directions of courts 
martial. He contended,after reading at 
length from the articles of--war, it 
inconceivable that the president should 
be absolutely -without restraint. 


Tho president, lie .sn,id, -stilted in his 


message; that .these soldiers- were guilty 
of mutiny, und had been discharged for 
that reason. He followed 'thiaj.with the 
article, of war providing • that a court 
martial should dived this puniithment. 
'jfUs was all to guard .against'the exer- 
cise of an autocratic power. 'Congress 
to provide against excessive, punishment 
had limited the penalties. 


PENALTY FOR 'SHIELDING. 


Mr. Foroker cited caaen from the work 


,of General Davis.on military law where 


. .refusal to give testimony w»<s an offense 
. under the homl of "disorder," nnd was 


^punishable by court martial.-. 


: Senator Lodge asked fta'cxplanation 
of the 332 discharges frbin -the army 
"without $rmy" during .th'e past year, 
but Mr. Foraker contended that.,these 
diicharges- had not beeti ordered' as a 
•{.•unishinent. The men 'hrtheRe^eases had 
been saparatod from the service, in lieu 
of punishment by court, martini,'and in 
cases where the men would rnther take 
a diicharge without honor than remain 
in the service and take punishment. The 
case of the negro troops was altogether 
different. The negroes had'"''desired to 
stay in the service.

PUNISHMENT TOO. DRASTIC, 


As to punishment in these cases he 


said the president's remark that he re- 
garded the discharge as punishment 
wholly inadequate, Mr. Foraker agreed 
that if the jncn were guilty of murder 
the punishment was wholly inadequate, 
but if they were innocent Uhe punishment 
was "brutally harsh,"-and these men go 
forth branded as murderers and conspir- 
ators and perjurers'.

In announcing the commutation, Gov. 


Higgins issued the following memoran- 
dum : 


"Albert T. Patrick has been convict- 


ed of the murder of William M. Rice- and 
tho judgment of conviction has been af- 
firmed 'by a divided court. It is not 
claimed that Patrick committed the mur- 
der in person, but that he -procured the 
act to be done. He has. been convicted 
principally on the t««timony of Charles

FALL 'OF SOOT IN BIG CITIES.' 
Pittjb»rg Dispateh:,. A scieutil!*. 'in- 


vestigator in Cincinnati has i>een trying 
to arrive at a definite idea oi the amount 
of soot deposited in,.the city in -the course 
of a year. One of 'his tests was to place 
buckets,- three-fourths 'filled with water 
on eleven roofs' in different parts 'of the 
city. At the end of three months a care- 
fnl analysis was . made of the contents 
of the buckets to ascertain the amount 
of carboniiceous matter, 


The final computation is that in the 


downtown area the falling aeot -amounts 
to 541 tons a month, or eighteen tons 
daily. On a square mile ol the city, the 
soofr deposit is 171 tons a month, or, 343,- 
728 pounds, an average of several pound* 
to each inhabitant..
